was in evidence. 


Following the incorporation will b« 


the most unique experiment In town 
government ever made in Alabama. 
Within live days tho municipal election 
will be ordered and the negroes will 
select city officials, every one of whom 
will be colored. 


Price of Meat Goes ITp. 


Chicago, Aug. 17.—Packers at the 


Union Stock Yards have announced an- 
other Increase in the price of meats. 
They say there is no prospect of a re- 
turn of lower prices, but on the con- 
trary further advances may be expect- 
ed. Steaks that sold at retail for 18 
cents a pound three months ago have 
been pushed up to 21 and 22 cents, and 
retail dealers complain It Is difficult to 
get the amount of prime meat their 
trade demands. 


Two reasons, but both of the same 


nature, are given by the packers for 
the advance in prices. More meat is 
eaten In this country, they say, than 
ever before, aTid the demand for ex- 
port Is unprecedented. There has been 
no falling off In the supply, but the 
increased demand has raised the price 
of beef on the hoof, and the price of 
dressed meat han gone up even more. 
Dried salted and smoked meats have 
felt the effects of a larger demand, and 
thp prices for thesp, too, have beeu ad- 
vilnced. Hams are bringing from 3 to 
4 cents a pound more than they did a 
few weeks ago. 


Whltecaps Whipping Negroes. 


Greenwood, S. C., Aug. 17.—Since 


Monday night of laKt week a gang of 
whitecaps has been almost nightly 
whipping negroes In this county. The 
scene of operation is between Green- 
wood, the court-house town, and Phoe- 
nx, the little country village where the 
election riots of last November took 
place. The farms arc owned principal- 
ly by white planters, many of whom 
rent to negroes, and the community is 
consequently thickly settled by ne- 
groes. It was In this district that a 
white man named Ktherldge was killed 
at the polls by negroes led by white 
Republicans and several negroes were 
lynched. 


Thp npgrops are In a state of terror 


and thpy now spend thp night either in 
thp woods and swamps or at thp houses 
of their white landlords. 
Many of 


them have comp to 'this town and rp- 
fusp to return to their homes. 
The 


sheriff has telegraphed the Governor 
for assistance.

Bodies of Horses Found in Trees 


Where They Had Been Carried by 
the Flood—Gen. Miles' Military 
Bridge Wrecked—Official List of 
Dead Is Over 2,000. 


New York, Aug. 17.—Several persons 


have arrived here aboard the steam- 
ship Philadelphia, from Ponce, Porto 
Kk-o, who were in that place when 
the Island was swept by hurricane. 
The vessel arrived at the port of 
Ponce two dajs after the place had 
been devastated by the storm, and re- 
mained for three days. 


There Is a radical change in the ap- 


pearance of the harbor since the storm. 


lS buildings along the water have 


been razed, and when the Philadelphia 
arrived nearly all the \essels In har- 
bor were either sunk or ashore. Stores 
of coffee and sugar were to be found 
in most unexpected places. The car- 
casses of horses were found in trees 
fifteen feet above the level of the road- 
way near tidewater. 


One of the pa*wmgers who arrived 


on the Philadelphia said that In driv- 
intr from the city of Ponce to the har- 
bor. IIP had passed a cemetery, in 
whkL then- were 378 bodies awaiting 
identification before buiial. There was 
ruin on every side and thousands were 
without food or homes. 


The militaiy bridge erected by Gon- 


eial Miles last year has been swept 
irway. In the houses that remain 
standing the mud and general debris 
fill all ol the cellars and lower floors. 


During the storm three largo houses 


of Ponce were swept to spa with all 
of their occupants, who have not since 
boon heard from. 


Residents of the city told him of one 


man who was blown against a heavy 
wall by the hurricane and flattened 
out like a mass of dough. When the 
wind moderated his shapeless body fell 
to the ground. Another story told was 
of a woman who was sui In half by a 
znc roof which was flying along on 
the gal P.

construction.

Only Oue Used. 


are 


5»feu by steam heating. They are not 
even vexed by big toal bills. They do 
not believe in heaUttg dwelling houses 
at all. According to United States 
Consul Swaim, "it IB very" safe to say 
that 95 per cent, of the houses have 
no. 'heating arrangements 
whatever 


specially designed for the purpose. It 
is claimed by many of the inhabitants 
that heat Is at no time required in 
the houses; that heat in 'the house is 
not 'healthy, but conduces to maladies 
of throat and lung*. 
Yet, during the 


winter season, from April to October, 
the dampness in tfct 'houses is far more 
unpleasant than criftp and snappy cold. 
With the frequent and- heavy rains, 
the walls become 
very damp, and 


clothing or books 
must 
not 
touch 


them or i>. mold will form. 
Such a 


condition has for one of its results an 
enlarged percentage 
of 
pulmonary 


troubles, and. a death rate out of all 
proportion, to the general salubrity of 
the climate. There are no chimneys 
for either fireplaces or stoves. A ?14,- 
000 residence, built this season, has 
for its only chimney a stovepipe let 
through the kitchen roof for the cook 
stove. 


"The American style of heating stove 


is about the only one seen in the mar- 
ket, the smaller and simpler forms 
being used. 
They are popular wilh 


those who have their homes reason- 
ably beated, Ini't the demand Is small, 
and only one house 
in 
Montevideo 


keeps a stock. 
The American oil 


stove has found a good market here, 
and the sole competitor is one of Bel- 
gian make, with first class blue flame 
combustion. The Belgian stove sells 
al about one-half the price asked for 
the American, on account of the fact 
that the United Sta/tes article is usual- 
ly a combination of lamp and stove, 
and so comes under a different 
and 


higher customs classification. 


"The native cooking stove is a very 


substantial affair of 
heavy wrought 


iron, maide m local factories, from im- 
ported plates. The stoves are good 
cookers and roasters, but do not bake 
so well. They are made with or with- 
out water reservoirs, and are 
very 


durable — something like the wrought 
iron range. 
About 50 per cen't. more 


fuel is u&ed by these than by Ameri- 
can stoves of the same capacity. They 
cost from $20 to 
$70, aecordiins 
to 


style of finish and completeness of the 
water outht. 


"Cook fetoves have been imported for 


some years from the United States, and 
are gradually winning their way, es- 
pecially In ths.j Kuropean households. 
The fkict that they save fuel tells in 
their favor, as coal costs from $10 to 
$14 per ton. The coal is all imported 
from Wales 
or the United 
States. 


Wood Is even higher in price than coal, 
considering results. 


"The duty is a serious drawback to 


trade in this line. It amounts to eight 
cents per kilogram (2,2046 pounds), in- 
cluding the package. As the 
stoves 


must be well packed, the additional 
weight adds heavily to the cost, and 
a heating stove that could be bought 
at from $7 to 58 retail in any city in 
the United States must sell here for 
at least three Limes th*t amount, and 
then leaves only a fair 
margin 
for 


profit to the 
dealer. 
The 
United 


States cook stove sells at about the 
same rate as the one made in Uruguay, 
but the wrouight-iron article, with its 
power to withstand hard usage, has 
been so widely employed that only 
when 
the better methods, greater 


economy and generally superior char- 
acter of the United States stovo be- 
come known, will our manufacturers 
win the market to any extent."

Signs of doo<l and Bad Weather. 
A hint or two on weather prophecy. 


When clouds arc red in the west, the 
red having a purple tint, it is a sign of 
fine weather. 
The air when dry re- 


fracts red or heat-making rays, and as 
dry air Is not perfectly 
transparent 


these are again reflected in the hori- 
zon. 
An old proverb says: 


A rainbow in the morning is the shep- 


herd's warning. 


A rainbow at night is the shepherd's 


delight. 


A rainbow occurs when the clouds 


containing or depositing the rain are 
opposite to the sun. In the evening 
the rainbow is in the east, and in the 
morning it is in the west. As the 
heavy rains in this climate are usually 
brought by the westerly winds, a rain- 
bow in the west 
indicates that bad 


weather is on the road; whereas the 
rainbow in the east proves the con- 
trary. 


When 
the swallows fly high fine 


weather is to be expected or to con- 
tinue. But when they fly low 
ap- 


proaching rain is indicated. Swallows 
follow the flies and gnats, arid flies and 
gnats usually delight in warm strata 
of air. As warm air is lighter and 
moi&ter than cold air, the warm strata 
of air run higher, but when the warm 
and moist air is close to the ground, 
Jt is almost certain that, as the cold 
air flows down into it, water will fall. 


As an indication of the approach of 


wet weather, nothing is more certain 
than a halo around the moon, which 
is produced by the precipitated water; 
.and the larger the circle the nearer the 
clouds, and, consequently, the more 
ready to fall. A coppery or yellow 
sunset also forotolle rain. 


Observations teaches that when the 


sea gulls assemble on land, stormy and 
rainy weather is approaching. The lit- 
tle petrel enjoys the heaviest gale, be- 
cause living partly on the smaller sea 
insects, he is sure to find his food in 
the spray of heavy waves. The fish 
on which they prey in fine weather at 
sea leave the surface and go dowa 
deeper during the s.torm. The differ- 
ent tribes of wading birds always mi- 
grate when rain is about to take place. 
Upon the same principle, the vulture 
follows armies.

Portsmouth bridge just before noon to- 
day and sunk in sixty *eet of water.-,The 
:aptain and crew got off safely in a 
:>oat. 


The vessel was a two-master, and she 


was comiog down the river from Dover 
Point willi 50,000 brick, 
bound for 


Boston. 
The current was 
funning 


eight or nine miles an hour. 
Some 


Dart of the sail gear refused to work and 
Captain Anderson, instead of dropping 
anchor, lost his head and before any- 
thing could be" done to prevent it, the 
vessel bumped against the bridge, just 
west of the bridge's arch, and careened 
completely over. 


She foundered almost instantly. Both 


of her masts were snapped sharply oft 
near the top. The crew of three men, 
with the captain, succeeded in getting 
ashore in a boat without being precipi 
tated into the water. 


Capt. Anderson has been running up 


and down the river for four or five j ears 
and this is the first accident of any ac- 
count that has ever befallen him. lie 
lost all his clothes and other valuable 
personal property. 


Mr. Call informed the Herald that the 


oss would be $2000. The vessel and 
cargo were not insured. He cannot tell 
yet whether or not the vessel can bo 
raised. He attributes the mishap to 
sheer carelessness.
